Sports yesterday we were much surprised at 
the wildness of the handiceppin , and no 
little amount of dissent was heard from ‘all 
uarters of the audience. To our minds, it 
would seem that the prime object of a 
handicap is to endeavour to place every one 
on an equality, eo that none may have an 
advantage, and all be made to exhibit their 
utmost. : 

With all due respect to the Umpires and 
Judged who played their parte so well, we 
cannot but think that their work of love 
would have been much more efficiently per- 
formed had o like number of regular swim- 
mers been asked to gauge the compotitors 
instead, having the office of Umpire and 
Judge quite distinct. With the exception 
of the Starter (who is o regalar visitor ot 
the Bath) we cannot conceive of the selection 
of four less efficient handicappers, from the 
simple fact, that for reasons best known to 
themselves, they have almost entirely ceased 
to patronize the bath, or to favor us occag 
sionally with o glimpse of their geni 
countenances as Jookers-on. ; 

‘We think we remember seeing one fami- 
liar ince in the water two or three times 
early in tho season, one aa looker-on one 
afternoon only, some months ago, while the 
other two have visited this wet spot atilt loss 
|frequently, Qut of about. ten. or twelve 
swimmers yesterday, six wero new this 
aeason, all of whom have been more or less 
training for the races. This then is the 
time to visit the bath with the view of de- 
termining how the membeze stand their 
training, and noting improvement, 

Presuming the above to ba pretty: nearly 
the facta of the case, you will see at one 
glance how utterly absurd it ie, for these 
minds to venture (with so little knowledge)

L.—Money Orders are exchanged with 
the United Kingdom, New South Wales, 
Queensland, South Australis and Port 
Darwin, the Straits Settlements, Western 
Australia, and (except at Shanghai) with 
the Japancto impire, Hongkong also 
issucs orders on Shanghal, and vice versa.

3,.—Many Money Orders are supplied to 
residents at the smaller Porte in this way. 
An application for an order* is filled BR, 
aud is enclosed with stamped, directed, 
and unsealed euyelope to the Postmaster at 
the nearest isauing office.
